Reports From Various ‘Ciies ladliidte Progressiv s Will 
Be Forced To Abandon Fight on Columbia 


Circuit and Come 
With Older 


New York, Sept. 28.-A rumor that will not 
down is to the effect that the Progressive Bur 
lesque Gireuit will soon be a thing of the past. 
While there have many times been reports of 
combinations between the Columbia Circuit and 
the Progressives, there never have been so 
many indications that the Progressives mast 
ultimately, and soon, abandon their fight in 
opposition to the older establiehed burlesque 
organization. . 

During the past week representatives of the 
Progressives have been closeted with Sam Scrib- 
ner and other directors of the Columbia Cir- 
cuit, and rumors have come to New York from 
out of town that work has been abandoned on 
new theaters that the Progressives were build- 
ing and that theaters where Progressive shows 
have been playing will turn elsewhere for their 
attractions. ‘ 

When The Billboard representative asked 
James PD. Rortor, general manager of the Pro- 
gressive Circuit, Monday morning about the 
rumors thet were current, Barton said: ‘There 
is absolutely nothing to these stories. We will 
go on exactly as we have heen going.’’ When 
The Billboard man interviewed Sam Scribuer, 
general manager of the Columbia Cirevit, Mr. 
Scribner admitted that some sort of negotia- 
tions were progressing, betweeg the rival cir 
cuits and furs *f admitted that’ répretentatives 
of the Progressives had beem in consultation 
with the Columbia people during the past week. 
Mr. Scribner refused to absolutely confirm the 
various rumors further than.to admit negotia- 
tions were procressing.

New York, Sept. 23.--Broadway has been 
alive with a new style of gossip for the past 
five days.

The subject under discussion was the recent 
Frohman production at the Lyceum, the Beauti 
ful Adventure, in which Anne Murdock portrays 
the lead. On Saturday evening, September 19, 
two deputies from the District Attorney's of- 
fice sat a® censors upon the final scene of the 
second act of this production, because Mr. 
Comstock had filed a formal complaint against 
the scene in question, characterizing it as ‘‘im- 
moral, indecent and totally improper.” These 
two men were L, D. Willis and W. A. DeFord. 
Their conclusion did not agree with Mr. Com- 
stock’s charges, for which reason District At- 
torney Whitman reported formally to Mr. Com- 
stock yesterday that his office had found no 
merit in his (Comsteck’s) complaint. Mr. 
Whitman expressed himself as regarding the 
play a sprightly comedy of a French type, 
neither indecent, immoral nor improper within 
the meaning of the provision of our penal law, 
as they have been heretofore interpreted and 
applied. Charles Frohman, however, refuses to 
drop the matter at this point and allowed it 
to be understood that he will place a damage 
sult against Mr. Comstock for slander.

Fritzi Scheff in the title role is poorly 
fitted with a part, but renders a yocal solo or 
two acceptably; a duet with Claude Flemming 
in the second act was the best-liked of her num- 
ters. Charlotte Greenwood carries the brunt 
of the comedy, such as it is, in good fashion. 

Six show girls and a male quartette wander 
on and off and sing occasionally. Pretty Mrs. 
Smith offers little opportunity for the per- 
formers involved, all of whom are capable but 
who seem to be unable to overcome the handi- 
cap of the material furnished them.—HEXX.

There 
the wife dresses in style and meets some men 
who have come to the Metropolis for a good 
time. They have a supper, and while one of 
them ix forcing his attentions on the wife she 
receives a message that her child is dying. A 
doctor, one of the party, saves her from the 
man and from the hostess and goes to her 
home with her. The doctor is instrumental in 
saving the child's life He then lectures: the 
hushand and the stepmother, who has heen re 
sponsible in driving the wife to her ruin, and

(Reviewed at the Columbia, New York.) 


New York, Sept. 26.—In this humble opinion 
if the first act of The Tango Factory can be 
built up by Tommy Gray and Raymond Walker 
(its original constructors) to as good caliber as 
its second half B. E. Forrester’s American 
Beauties will have an entertainment much be- 
cond the average In the “big time’’ of burlesque. 
Perhaps because the last part is so much better 


than the opener these conclusions come; or it; 


may be that the fast-building tail end of the 
show leaves such a good impression that one 
recalls more vividly the shortcomings gone be- 
fore. Ross Snow and Lew Milton are the fea- 
tured ones, and of the two Mr. Snow displays 
the more favorable evidences ‘of ability. Milton 
indexes himself in bis introduction to a “‘speech’’ 
he makes, addressed to “‘Ladies, gentlemen and 
fellow button-hole makers,” so we'll let it go 
at that. His greatest reward came in numerous 


recalls"on Maurice Richmond's new song, What 
Did Romeo Say to Juliet, with the entire 
chorus helping him with the answer. If the 
presence in the company of two of the prettiest 
women in burlesque—Maudie Heath and Bertha 
Delmonte—entitles the Forrester Show to its 
billing, we are willing to let them all run as 
American Beauties: But we must save out 
these two girls as our individual choice of 
types as fully entitled to the much-abused 
distinction. Miss Delmonte, aside from personal 
charm, was conspicuous for her beautiful and 
stylish costuming, and the native ease and 
grace in which she bore some corking fine 
clothes. Before referring to Maudie Heath 
we must pause for selection of adjectives—she 
deserves a very choice array. In her efforts at 
comedy she succeeds fairly well, better than 
most girls who attempt to compete with men 
in provoking laughter. But it is in physical 
charm—trim enough in her white tights to 
typify the consummation of physical symmetry 
—she comes as a special dispensetion to bur- 
lesque. She, brunette, and beaatiful in facial 
charm, skips about with life and action that 
makes her a shining mark for admiration. 
Bonnie Dale passes without being conspicuous, 
but if she were sent into tights for a while 
the show would be more greatly benefited by her 
presence. She shows a trim figure in knicker- 
bockers. Nearly at the end of the proceedings 
Misses Burns and Carnes provide instrumental 
interval, which the show badly needs. They 
build up the ‘“‘cabaret’’ scene not alone with 
their skill in playing numerous 
but through their daintivess of manner and 
excellence of judgment in “‘selling’’ their en- 
gazing specialty. The chorus work in the 
show is best described as “‘averaged.’’ There 
are some very good dancers among the girls, and 
they are provided with several attractive 
changes, which they wear to good advantage. 
Finally, bowever, there is most to be remem- 
bered, as incident to the entertainment, Mandie 
Heath, in all she does, especially in her white 
tights leading the girls on their Aba Daba 
Iioneymoon.

THE FAY FOSTER SHOW. 
Reviewed at the Prospsct, New York City. 


New York, Sept. 24.—They have a dandy 
chorus in the Fay Foster Show, which the 
veteran, Joe Oppenheimer, is presenting this 


season on the Progressive Circuit. Not that 
the sixteen girls are wonderfully beautiful, 


marvelously talented or ravishingly formed, but 
the fact that they are young, for the better 
part, sing fine individually and fair collectively, 
and, above all, go through their paces with a 
willingness and display of ginger noticeably 
absent in many other burlesque shows seen 
this season, ig firmly impressed on the auditor 
prone to make comparisons. 

The comedy, or lack of it, is the principal 
weak spot of the performance, and a new book 
should be secured immediately. The first skit, 
Cleopatra’s Isle, is practically written around 
Harry Le Clair’s ever green and always welcome 
female impersonation act, but while the co- 
medians, including Harry W. Fields as a 
Dutchman without a chin-piece and Lester 
Allen as a conventional Hebrew comic, do their 
best, the affair is so loosely put together and 
contains so little that is interesting that their 
efforts avail them small returos in the way of 
laughs, 

One or two modern bits and a little fly dia- 
logue, also the elimination of much talk and 
old situations, wovld benefit the afterpiece 
greatly. A Taste of Forbidden Fruit is the 
title, and treats of the old-fashioned sporty 
husbang theme in a farcical way. To the 
credit of the management, the show has been 
mounted with three sets of newly painted 
scenery, not elaborate, but all clean and bright. 

The costumes are also up to the mark, and 
while inexpensive evidenced good taste in their 
selection. All He Does Is Follow Them Around 
is the best number of the show. It receives 
innumerable encores. The olio contains Mlle. 
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El Ray, in a posing act, the slides of which do 
not seem te fit properly. Fields and Allen de 
liver some long drawn out talk and pu over a 
rag song in great shape. Most of the talk is 
pointless ang should be dispensed with for ad- 
ditional songs. Boyd and Viola show a singing 
act of a fair degree of merit. The turn is 
neatly but not classily dressed. 

A mechanical] illusion, showing a crescent 
moon, @@ which a singer is perched, is a fea- 
ture worthy of commendation in the first sec 
tion, 

The Fay Foster Show should draw on its name 
and with the injection of the necessary comedy 
values now lacking ought to make pleasing 
entertainment.—HEXX. 


THE TEMPTERS. 
(Reviewed at the Murray Hill, N. Y.) 


New York, Sept. 24.—The Tempters (Colum- 
hia Annex) lured a fair sized crowd to the box- 
effice of the Murray Hill on Wednesday evening, 
but did little else. Nothing unusual is pre- 
sented either in the ability of the cast or the 
material presented. However, it is not for 
want of effort that the entertainment presented 
is below par. The cast works hard to put 
over the show—which can be saig particularly of

Good voices and new business are conspicueus 
in their absence and the encores ate gained 
chiefly through hard work on the part of the 
chorus. This is especially noticeable in the finale 
of both acts. during which the ‘wiggles’ of 
the girls call for repeated encores chiefly on 
demand of the gallery. 

Sidney Rogers’ parodies secured a good hand 
despite their age.

Cirens Life. Charles Baker started off rather 
listless, but warmed up as the show proceeded.

Editorial Comment 


Business was perceptibly better last 
week. There is no longer the slightest 
doubt that we touched bottom just 
about September 15 and are now go- 
ing up—very slowly, it is true, but 
very surely. 

This week will be better than last 
and next week better than this. The 
improvement is not marked. One has 
to look closely for it, but it is there. 

The banking figures are the most 
surely indicative and least disputable 
reflection of general trade conditions. 

It takes time even after the brakes 
are applied to slow down such a 
mighty engine as the banking organi- 
zation of this country. Hence the war 
did not materially affect the totals 
during August. 

It was not until September that the 
business of the country done through 
the banks showed big reductions. 


The first week of September showed 
a decrease of twenty-five per cent. The 
second week disclosed 37 per cent, but 
the third week disclosed it only 
twenty-eight per cent, and the tend- 
ency toward improvement was stronger 
even than the percentage indicated, 
for outside of the seven biggest cities 
of the country the decrease in clear- 
ings was only twenty-two per cent and 
last week was three per cent better 
than the week before. 

Besides this there were several 
centers where they show an improve- 
ment of thirty, fifty and even one 
hundred percent. 


The big men of business are work- 
ing like Trojans and the brainy lead- 
ers of finance are performing Hercu- 
lean tasks to effect adjustment. 

The lesser lights, too, are rapidly be- 
coming infected with the same spirit. 

Soon all these interests will be pull-

If it were not for the hold-back it weuld be 
impossible to keep enough men to handle the 
snow at such times, 


1 have known one of the big shows to have as 
much as $4,000 in hold-backs, and if it had not 
been that the shew had held the money many of 
the men would not have had enough money to 
go home and live for a week after the show 
closed 

As I said befere, 1 do net uphold the show 
that takes advantage of the contract and does 
net live up to the intent manifested therein, 
for some Managers have been known to get out 
of the payment of bold-backs, which was very 
wrong It is absolutely necessary that the 
management have some guarantee that the men 
will remain throughout the season, but the old 
fashioned hold-back is not satisfactory. The 
mest feasible plan, in my estimation, is to 
graduate the waces and on each pay day pay a 
little more, and not hire at any stipulated 
monthly or weekly wage, with some part of 
samme to be held back. 

There is no law prohibiting a weekly or 
mnthly increase, and the last month or week 
the wages may be ten times as great as the 
first month or week's wages,

At the time the Billposters’ Union was in 
Session I had a long article in The Billboard 
regarding the hold-back in contracts, and it has 
turned out just as I predicted. One of the big 
shows recently had some trouble with it in Los 
Angeles. There are always two sides to every 
question, but from what I can learn from the 
press notices, unreasonable and drastic measures 
were resorted to in the Los Angeles case, which 
was handled for the plaintiff by the Public 
Defender. If the Public Defender continues 
such uncalled-for actions, as were practiced in 
this particular instance, the office wil) certainly 
court disapproval from fair-minded business 
men, as well as from the heads of unions. 

I would not have it appear that I am en- 
deavoring to uphold the faulty and unreasonable 
methods which some shows resort to in the 
matter of hold-backs, but shows like Barnum 
& Bailey, Ringling Bros., Selis-Floto, etc. 
have no intention or desire to do a workingman 
out of bis wages. 

I am now, and hope always to be. In favor 
of liberal wages and absolute protection to the 
working people with traveling shows. Regarding 
the hold-back proposition, I have seen seme good 
and bad results from such contracts. Take the 
workingman’s side first. In the «pring they are 
anxious to join out and are perfectly willing to 
concede to the hold-back, for they know that 
every week there will be a little in the book 
for them, which, if drawn, would probably be 
spent. For men who wish to remain until the 
end of the season, this hold-back comes in 
mighty handy, and at the end of the season they 
ean figure on having a nice little eum coming, 
where otherwise they might possibly have only 
the last week's wages Again, the men who 
make trouble regarding the hold-back are gen- 
erally the ones who can not resist the tempta- 
tion of spending every cent they get hold of. 
Such men would not have a dollar at the end of 
the season bat for the hold-back: had their 
wages been paid in fall each week they would 
be broke.

Sam Solinsky, secretary of the South Texas 
Yair of Beaumont, has just returned from the 
North, where be visited the World at Home 
Shows in Minneapolis, Minn., and the C. 
Wortham Shows at Detroit, Mich., with a view 
of contracting attractions for the Beaumont 
Falr. Since his return to Beaumont Steve A. 
Woods, of the Wortham Shows, has visited there 
and Sfnally clesed a contract with Mr. Wortham 
to furmish all attractions. The Beaumont Fair 
dates were changed somewhat to enable them to 
secure the Wortham Shows after the close of 
the No-Tsu-Oh Deep Water Jubilee Celebration 
of Housten. The Wortham Shows will close at 
Houston on Monday, November 16, and will 
open at Beaumont on Thursday, November 19. 
This will give the Wortham Shows two ef the 
best dates in Texas this season. From present 
indications the Wortham Shows will return to 
Houston after the Beaumont Fair and winter 
there. The Chamber of Commerce is co-operat- 
ing in the matter now and endeavoring to 
provide suitable winter quarters for them. Ac- 
cording to late information, a number of fea- 
ture shows have been added to the Wortham 
Company, aud it is generally conceded that he 
will dave the largest and strongest carnival 
attractions that have ever visited Texas in the 
past. 

J. D. Neuman, genera! advertising agent of 
the Barnum & Bailey Circus, spent several days 
in Houston the past week, in connection with 
advertising car No. 1, changing date of the per- 
formance in Houston from November 8 to Oc- 
tober the entire route of the Barnum & 
Bailey Circus was changed throughout Texas, 
and the number of smaller towns eliminated on 
account of the cotton situation. Houston has a 
elty ordinance prohibiting circus performances 
between November 1 and 20, in order to protect 
the carnival dates, but the directors of the 
No-Tsu-Oh Association had given Barnum & 
Bailey special consideration in the matter and 
agreed to offer no objections to their playing 
Houston November 3, in lieu of which Barnum 
& Bailey had arranged to do a great amount of 
free posting of advertising matter for the Deep 
Water Jubilee. As the dates were changed and 
they are to appear in Houston on October 6 
instead of November 3, they were, of course, 
under no obligations to the No-Tsu-Oh Associ- 
ation. But they did not take advantage of this, 
however, as Mr. Neuman appeared at the gen- 
era! meeting of the directors on the Rice Hotel 
roof Friday evening and stated that in order 
to show their appreciation of the kindness shown 
them in the matter by the citizens of Houston

headquarters in Chicago. The directors passed 
a resolution to the effect that they would all 
become boosters for the Barnum & Bailey Shows 
and assured Mr. Neuman that they thoroughly 
appreciated the kindness shown in the matter.

Eastern Slide Men Plan To Pool 
Interests and Elevate Busi- 
ness in General 


New York, Sept. 26.—That a plan is on foot 
to amalgamate the various slide manufacturers 
in the Bast into one large producing company 
beuame evident this week. A rumor to this 
effect, which sprung up the early part of the 
week, has been confirmed and that letters have 
been sent out calling together the producers for 
a meeting with this end in view is positively 
known. 

Price-cutting, on the part of many of the 
manvfacturers themselves, together with the 
high cost of production, which has increased 
with the beginnig of the European war, has 
brought down the margin of profit to a mini- 
mum. It is, consequently, felt that such a 
combination of interests, working on an equit- 
able basis, would put the slide game on a much 
uigner level and prove of great individual 
benefif to the manufacturers concerned. 

Wh such an organization realized, more 
time could be given to encourage new business 
and ideas, and many new things could be ac- 
complished besides presenting a high standard of 
work generally, A campaign furthering the 
business on a large scale would be possible. 
With a capable man at the head of the adver- 
tising and publicity department, together with 
a large and competent sales force, national ad- 
vertisers, for instance, could be appealed to in 
a wanner that would be effective. 

Severa) slide men have been approached on 
the matter, and while there is some doubt dis- 
played as the probability of getting the 
manufacturers to come to an agreement, it is 
generally thought that such a pooling together 
of the various slide interests in the East, and 
even other places, would be a Godsend to the

They made us a percentage proposition that would have brought any 
other aviator about enough money to buy oil for the day. To their 
surprise we accepted their offer. You see, we were just as anxious 
to PROVE all we claim for Beachey as they were to TEST our claim. 


Saturday, September 26, the last day of the fair, was selected 
as BEACHEY DAY. Beachey flew at Springfield no other day. 


When BEACHEY DAY rolled around the turnstile workers 
knew something was in the air. The good folk of Illinois began, 
crowding in early. Many had stayed over two or three days waiting 
for Beachey. Many had gone home and returned just to see Beachey.

After finishing at Springfield Beachey jumped aboard a special 
train to make connection for Washington, D. C., where he was to give 
a private demonstration for the benefit of the President of the 
United States, members of Congress and Senate and War and Navy 
officials. From Washington he hurries to the great Brockton Fair, 
where he will have to spend FOUR days to earn a paltry $7,500. 
Tough luck, is it not? But Brockton engaged him early in the sea- 
son, so it is Brockton’s gain and Beachey’s loss. From Brockton 
Beachey jumps to Omaha for the Ak-Sar-Ben Celebration. Then 
overnight to Denver, and to Salt Lake City, Spokane, Seattle, Portland, 
and then to the great Dallas (Texas) Fair, before his big home- 
coming celebration in San Francisco. 


One grizzled old veteran of the trotting track, at Springfield, as 
he gazed at the tremendous crowd, said: 


“BEACHEY IS THE DAN PATCH OF THE SKY,”

never equaled since his passing from the exhibition game, will ap- 
preciate the tribute.

BILL ARTHUR BACK HOME. 
- ——’ 


Bill Arthar, after g hazardous succession of 
war-time experiences throughout the different 
lands of Europe, has returned to the home of 
his mother in Cumberland, Md. Arthur, op 
March 17, 1914, sailed from New York to join 
the Circus Charles, then touring Europe. He 
was in charge of a troupe of redskins, which 
were being supplied said circus by Col, Fred T. 
Cummins. 

Everything went well until the declaration 
of hostilities abroad, when Arthur and bis 
Indians were in Southern Austria, not far from 
the Servian frontier. Because of its location 
in the very hetbed of the strife the white top 
Was compelled to close down, most of the em- 
ployees, natives of the surrounding countries, 
entering into military service. War conditions 
made it dangerous for him and his nine Indians, 
who were time after time mistaken for spies. 
In lower Austria, on one occasion, Arthur and 
- red men were held by a regiment of sol- 
diers, 

When the party reached Munich, Bavaria, the 
general American Councilor supplied the abo- 
rigines with emergency passports. In making 
their way to Belgium they were on three dif- 
ferent occasions asked to detrain, put between 
soldiers and escorted to the barracks, each time, 
of course, being liberated as soon as their 
identification was established to the command- 
ing officers. On one occasion they were delayed 
two days because they were blocked by bat- 
tling armies. Finally, however, they worked 
their way to Rotterdam, where they were given 
asistance by the American Relief Society, and, 
journeying the pext day to Flushings, they 
boarded a steamer across the English channel, 
which had to lay.over all night in the harbor 
because of the distant roar of cannon from 
prowling battleships. After several days in 
England, the troupe obtained third passage 
from Liverpool to Manhattan. Upon arriving 
in New York, Col. Cummins met the Sioux In- 
dians and helped to arrange their departure for 
South Dakota that very night. In all, the trip 
home required seven and one-half weeks, 

Arthur has established his fearlessness on 
more occasions than one, but this is the greatest 
tribute to his ability.

FAIR NOTES. 


Last year’s North Carolina State Fair, at 
Raleigh, was the most successful and profitable 
in the fifty-three years’ history of the fair. 
This fair had the largest and finest live stock 
exhibit ever seen in North Carolina, which was 
largely due to the new and up-to-date stock 
buildings which were built during the spring 
and summer of last year, at a cost of nearly 
$10,000. The other seventeen departments were 
well filled. The fair association drew the line 
arbitrarily against every species of gambling 
and immoral shows, admitting nothing bot 
games of skill and science Secretary Jos. E 
Pogue states that the clean Midway has come 
to stay. and the decent shows of merit that aré 
interesting and edueational are fast winning 
the rght of way at the larger and more progres- 
sive fairs of the country, The 1914 fair will be 
held October 19-24. 

The fifty-third Fayetteville (N. C.) Fair will 
be held this year, October 27-30 At the last 
meeting of the asseciation it was unan'mously 
decided to change the name of the Cumberland 
‘ounty Agricultaral Society to that of the Cape 
‘ear Fair Association. which would eliminate 
the local features and enable the association 
to branch out and take in, not only Cumberland, 
but all the adjoining counties, and make it the 
biggest fair in that section of the State. In 
pursuance of this course a representative was 
elected from each of the adjoining counties. 
who will co-operate with the management in 
making it a section fair instead of a county 
fair. as heretofore. R. M. Jackson ie secretary. 

Plans for the new grand stand to be erected 
on the Riverside County Fair Grounds, River- 
side, Cal., have been submitted to the fair 
directors.
